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Raw Oysters. 

Dr. ■William Eobeits, iu nu interesting 
series of lectures on diRestive ferments, 
published in the Lancet, says The 
practice of cooking is not equally: neces 
snry iu regard to all artiules of food. 
There are important differences in tliia 
respect, and it in interesting to |note 
how correctly the experience of man- 
Idnd has guided thorn iu this matter. 
The articles of food which wo still use 
in tho uncooked stnto avo comparatively 
few, and it is not difiiciilt lu each case 
to indicate tlio reason of the oxemption. 
Fruits, which wi^ L't)u.siuuo largely m tho 
raw state, owe their dietetic vahie chief- 
ly to the sugar whicli they contain ; but 
sugar is not altered by cooking. Milk is 
oouaumed by us both cooked and un- 
cooked, indiflerently, and experiment 
justifies this iudifferonco ; for I have 
found on trial that tho ihgostion of milk 
by pancreatic extract was not apprecia- 
blv hastened by previously boiling the 
milk. Our practice iu regard to the 
oyster is quite exceptional, and furnishcB 
a strikiug example of tho general cor- 
rectness of the popular judgment on 
dietetic questions, The oyster is almost 
tha only animal aubstauco which wo cat 
habitually, aiul by proferuuce, in tho 
raw or uuccHikod state, and it is interest- 
ing to know that there is a Hoimd physi- 
ological reason at tho bottom of thi.s 
preference. Tho fawu-colored mass 
which constitutes tho dahitv part of the 
oyster is its liver, and this is little else 
than a hea)) of glycogen. AssQciated 
with the glycogen, l)ut wthhold from 
actual contact with it during life, is its 
iippropriativo digestivQ ferment — tho 
huputio disasta.se. The more crushmg 
of the dainty between tho teeth brings 
these two boihes together, and tho gly- 
cogeu is at once digested, without other 
help, by its own diastase. The oyster in 
the uncooked state, or merely warmed, 
is, in fact, self-digestivo. But the ad- 
vantage of this provifiiou is wholly lost 
by cooltmg, for tlie Iieat employed im- 
mediately destroys tUe associated fer- 
ment, and a cooked oj'stcr has to be di- 
gested, like anjy other food, by tho eat- 
er's own digestive powers. 



Arctic Animals. 

Among animals, tho Polar bear, pure 
white in winter, is found on tlie sea coast 
and in slightly-wooded regions, but the 
variety is not ubimdant. The small 
white rabbit, same us seen iu tho Middle 
States, except iu color, frequents wooded 
regions along rirer coturaes and is abnn- 
daai Beindeer were formerly abundant 
on the sea coast and traveled iii immense 
herds, but since tho introduction of fire- 
arms these animals have been destroyed 
in some localities and driven from others, 
and now they are found ouly iu restricted 
localities. A few years ago they existed 
iu va-st numbers on Nuneyak island, and 
tho Indians were in the habit of 
siauglitering them with senseless im- 
provideuce. They were once so plenty 
and tame tliere that they could be shot 
iu numbers from the hute of tho natives. 
One traveler says that ho saw over 4,000 
fawn skins hafiging up to dry in a single 
village. Poison is sometimes used in 
taking game— an oxeorablo practice. 
In tlio open throughout tho interior 
country reiudeer are still found in small 
baiuLs. 

MooHO are still found along the rivers 
in tho Yukon territory and in woodml 
places. Their skins are used for cloth- 
mg ; thoy an; thick, still" aud heavy be- 
fore l)oiiig tiuimnl, but iire rendered soft 
and i)li;i)jlo inider the luaiiipuhitiou ol 
tho liuiiau tanners, who u.'jo tlie animal's 
brains m tho operation. 

The Polai' bear is fouud on the north- 
ern coast of Alaska. This bago animal 
formerly ranged ns fai' south as tho 
mouth of the Yukon ; aud tratlition has 
it that one was once socu on St. Paul's 
island i;i latitude 57 di'g. north, supposed 
to huvc been carried there on a tloating 
ice tii'M, Iu the Coast mountains range 
ciunamou, black and griz/.ly bears ; but 
none of these varieties are common 
hero. 

Back from tlio coast bears ore moro 
numorous, especially tlie block on tho 
Upper Yuknu, were many skins are 
luiuually taken. I galliorea a good deal 
of interesting gossip about the manner 
of capturing tho bew. Tho natives give 
tho red bear, aud especially the grizzly, 
a wide borth. One white huuter re- 
ported seeing a band ol fifteen bluok 
boars ou Peace river, in the Hudson bay 
country, feeding on berrie.i on ahillside, 
and six in one place on tho Yukon, tho 
present spring. Tlio griz/.ly is not fre- 
([uertly touud, fca' the sulllciont roa.son, 
1 siipi.oso, that liu i.s rarely "lost." Tho 
Imiivh ground bear, a smaller animal, 
dull yellowish brown in color, iuhabits a 
wide, treeless region extending from the 
western part of British America to 
.Vluska. —jliasAa Cor. Sar^' Fi'anclano 
Chrotdole. 



Scont of Doffs. 

Dogs not ouly smell odors iu an occa- 
sional way, but they likewise seem to 
extract a rocog^iizidjlo odor from almost 
everything. As I'rof. Groom Kobertson 
also suggests, Anacharist knows me 
when I am dressed in clothes he never 
saw before, by his nose alone. Let me 
get myself up in a theatrical costume, 
and cover my face with a mask, yet ho 
will recognize me at ouco by some, to us, 
undLscoverable perfume. Jloroovor, ho 
will recognize the same odor as clinging 
to my clothes after they have been token 
oft'. If I shy a pebble on the beach he 
can pick out that identical pebble among 
a thousand. Even the very ground ou 
which 1 have trodden remains to him a 
faint memento of my preseuco for hours 
afterward. A bloodhound can track a 
human scent a week old, which argues a 
delicacy of nose almost incredible to hu- 
man nostrils. Similarly, too, if you 
watch Anacharist at tins moment you 
will see that he runs up aud down the 
path, snilliug away at every stick, stone 
and plant, as though be got a seijorate 
aud distinguishable scent out of every 
one of them. Aud so he must, no doubt; 
for if even the eaith keeps a perfume of 
the person who has walked over it hours 
before, surely every object about us must 
have some faint smell or other, cither of 
itself or of objects which have toucht 
it. Wlien we remember that n single 
grain of musk will scout hundreds of 
luiudkercbicfH so as to bo recognizable 
even by our doft!ctive organs of smell, 
Ihere is uotliuig extravagant in the idea 
that passing creatures may leave traces 
discoveraljle by keener senses on all the 
[jobblcs aud straws which lie across the 
road. Thus the smells which mitke up 
half of tho dog's i)icture of the universe 
are probably just as continuous and dis- 
tinct as the .'lights which make up the 
whole picture in our own case, aud 
which doubtless coah>sco with the other 
half iu the cuniue mind. — ilarper's 
Weekly.

- . On tliis occasion our remarks will bu 
— A-eonfined to the statement made by ilr. 
iUcWaIiKEM in Ilia article in the Stan- 
dard on tho 9th inst. to the effect that 
the mfoi'mation we asked for would "bo 
made in tho usual way." Wo wish to 
point out to our nutnoroua readers that 
tho "usual way " oE dealing with ten- 
ders, contracta, surotic.'i, and contrnc- 
toPH since Confederation has been stu- 
diouBly avoided by Chief Commissioner 
' ' Walkemj arid whenever he has had a 
hand in tho administration of tho lands 
and works department he ha.s invaria- 
bly adopted a peculiarly unsatisfactory 
method of his own. Prior to confedera- 
tion with the ea.stern provinces in 1S71, 
our form of government was irrespon- 
sible, and consequently, tho rathiM- cool 
treatment received from the tlioa Col- 
onial govonuncut wa.s looked on us a 
natural consequence of that syateiii of 
rule. It will bo remembered that im 
mediately on tho introduction of re- 
sppssible government I\Ir. .McChkiuut 
formed a ministry, appointing the hon. 
Henry Holbuook a.s his chief commis- 
sioner of lands and works. That gen- 
tleman dry-nur.scd the conimi.ssioner- 
ship for a few niontlis for Mr. CI. A. 
Walkem, wlien tho latter gentleman 
took charge of the department and ro- 
'inained at the bead or it until Mr. Mc- 
CnEiouT'.s defeat in Uecombcr, 1S72. 
During Mr. Holuhook's short term of 
ofiice, to the best of our recollection, lie 
neither committed any official .sins of 
omission nor commission. Wo regret to 
say we are unable to make saoh favor- 
able remarks with regard to Mr. Wal- 
KEu'^ first short term as chief commis- 
sioner. It will be rnmcnibered liow 
tenders were callcil f(>r for the con- 
struction of a courthouse at New West- 
minster, the confusion and dissatisfac- 
tion when the tenders were opened ; 
• the diflSculty in finding out anything 
yabout the names of the parties tender- 
" Ing'or tha' amounts of tho tenders; tho 
! dn'al award to a Mr. Malcolm Ml'nuo, 
and the alteration of tho contract, by 
making fresh terms with the contractor 
to put in two fronts to the building, it 
having been artistically arranged to 
give the good people of New Westmin- 
ster nothing but' a good view of the 
rear'pf the structure. From December, 
1872', till July, 1878, the commission- 
er's chair was filled first by the lion. 
R. Beaven and subsequently by Mr. 
F. ,0. Vernon. This was, in compari- 
son;' a bliskful period for honest, 
straightforward • contractors, and the 
■general public had but little reason to 
complain of any information connected 
with contracts, tenders, etc., being 
withheld from them. Both Mr. 
Beaven and Mr. Veuxon invari- 
ably itubiished within a reasona- 
■ ble: tim'e' tho names of the parties bid- 
"dihg'on any work they had occasion to 
put up for public competition, tho 
amounts of their respective tenders and 
' they further stated tho name of any 
party whose tender had been accepted. 
During the period the commiasionor- 
ship was hehl by tUeae gentlemen, ro- 
; tiirns wero prepared and printed yearly 
setting forth nil tho information that 
the public could de-sire in connection 
with their departmental contract work. 
In July, 1878, this satisfactory state of 
affairs came to an end, Mr, Walkem 
again taking among other positions that 
..„of,qbie£,^ commissioner. We now find 
' Mr.-WAi.KEU'8 "peculiarly unsatisfac- 
tory method" of dealing with tenders 
cropping up again in his manipulation 
of the tenders for the construction of 
the Esquimalt dock. These tenders 
were received in the fall of 1879, and 
all infdrmation connected with them 
studiously withheld, though Mr. Walk- 
. em was repeatedly requested to act with 
regard to them in the '-'usual way." In 
December, 1879, Mr. Walkem rushed 
to Ottawa with tho dock tenders in his 
ppoket, and during his absence from 
this province let the contract for tho 
dock work to P. B. McNamee it Co. of 
Montreal. The public are still utterly 
in the dftrfc aa to who tendered for this 
work, the amounts of the tenders, &c. 
Since Mr. Walkem'.s last advent to of- 
. fice no other contracts worth mention- 
ing have been given out, as far a.s we 
tiiow of, with the exception of the 
Yale-Cariboo road job. Tenders were 
called for last summer for keeping cer- 
tain sections of this road in repair for a 
term of three years. Immediately after 
the expiration of the term for the re- 
ceipt of these documents Mr. Walke.m 
rushed. 16 Yale with the tenders, it is 
supposed, in his pocket. Just a re- 
petition of the dock tondors at Ottawa, 
Wo have been told through the "organ" 
that tho contracts on the Yale road are 
let — nothing more. The public are an.x 
ious to obtain all the usual informa- 
tion in the "usual way" with regard to 
the Jpiuiboo .^oad contracts. This tho 
chief'tommissioner denies them. Wc 
consider we have made out our case, 
and proved beyond a doubt that the 
method Mr. Walkem adopts in the 
manipulation of tenders, when the 
amount exceeds a paltry hundred or two 
.dollars, is very unusual and remarkably 
.peculiar. The people must see that 
they are treated with contempt by this 
official, yrhp' appears to forget whose 
servant ho i&

The fact 
of her having been intimate with some 
of our best families, and having, it is 
said, at liuies visited Kideau Hall, en- 
abled her to deceive the gentleman in 
question. Matrimonial arrangements 
had ]>roceeded before the plot was dis- 
covered. In fact tho couple were kneel- 
ing before the altar, and the person was 
about to utter the words which made 
them man and wife; when the timely 
intervention of a friend produced a 
climax which saved him. It is reporc- 
ed, whether true or not, that the bride 
expectant fainted and had to ho corriod 
out of the church, while the greatest 
consternation was created among tho 
friends who had assembled to witness 
the nuptial ceremony. The woman has 
been since sufTering from hemorrhage 
of the lungs, and was last night report- 
ed to be in a critical condition. She is 
said to have travelled through the Ot- 
tawa district at one time as an escaped 
convict. 

jMontueal, Nov. 8. — A gentleman 
named Daogolo entered tho parish 
church of St. Jean Baptisto village on 
the 8th inst., and kneeled to take part 
in the early mass. When the sexton 
went to arouse him from what he be- 
lieved to be sleep, he found that ho was 
shaking a corpse. Daegele had been 
dead from heart disease for several 
minutes. 

Several arrests have been made at 
Hamilton in connection with the re- 
cent disappearance of money and stores 
from the insane asylum in that city. 
Among those arrested are the steward 
of the asylum and a prominent butcher 
who has the contract for supplying tho 
institution with meat.

■ ■ Sitka, Nov, 11. 
Tlio mail steamer arrived last night on 
time. Everj' thing veiy dull. Weather 
very cold with sis inches nf snow on the 
streets. Everybody is making prepar- 
ations for a very cold winter. Since the 
departure of the U. S. Wachusctts for 
northern parts the collector, Wm. G. 
Jlorris, is trying to assume authority over 
the citizens, and if Capt. Glass does not 
return soon tho hoii. collector is likely to 
got into trouble. On account of his offi- 
cious and overbearing w.iys last week ho 
had some difliculty with Mr. Dugan, a 
blackumlth by occupation. It appears 
that last July Dtigan leased a small shanty 
belonging to tho government frani col- 
lector Ball for a year, and when collector 
Morris relieved collector Ball he ordered 
Mr. Dugan to leave tho house, ljut as 
Dugan'a louse did not oxi)ire until next 
July he would not go, so collector Mor- 
ris ordered his deputy, Brown, and some 
more of his employees to go in and put 
Dugan out, but us Dugan had a double 
barreled shot gun standing within easy 
roach ho concluded to let liiiu alono. 
Finally Morris considered tho best way to 
get Dugan out would be to have him ar- 
rested, and ho accordingly sent a messen- 
ger to tho barracks who informed ensign 
N\'cjodworth who was in charge that the 
lion, collector's life hadbefan threatened 
by Dugan and that collector Morris wished 
Dugan arrested. Woodworth took two 
marines and proceeded to tho seat of war 
and took Dugan in charge, conducting him 
to his quarters. However, on investigat- 
ing the afl'air he found that ho could not 
place Dugan under arrest without arrest- 
ing collector Morris also and therefore ho 
let Dugan go.

THB THBASHER CASE. 

Sewell dnd'othen ta. Moodyville Saw- 
mill Co. and others.— Mr. Theodore Da- 
vie moved in appeal against t!io judgment 
of tho Chief Justice rendered in favor of 
the defoiidanta on the Hth July last. 

The Chief Justice intimated that tho 
first point Jlr. Davie would havo to ad- 
dress himself to would bo tho powoi- of 
thoiadgos to sit as a court at all, inas- 
much as the Supremo Court ' Amondnient 
Act, 1881, sec. 28 and 29, prevented any 
session of the court until one year after 
tho holding of the last court, which hap- 
pened on tho 27th June, 1881, and more- 
over conlined tho right of appeal to such 
matter.s as might be named by tho Lieut. 
Governor in Council. 

Mr. Davie proceeded to arcuo that tho 
sections in question wore unconstitution- 
al and void upon the general ground that 
thoy Msunied to take tho decision of tho 
rights of .suitors from tho judiciary and to 
place tho same in the hands of tho local 
governineiit, a body liable to bi; swayed 
by polioy or prejudice. 

It was contended firstly that tho judges 
havo an inherent right to regulate tho 
practice and procedure of the courts, in- 
cluding the times of holding courts of ap- 
peal, and that thu sections in question 
wore invalid as derogating from that right. 
Secondly, that tho power of regulatins; 
oivii procedure is by the Itritisli North 
America Act, sec. 92, s.s. 14, exclusively 
given to the provincial legislature, and 
that. tho sections in question are inopera- 
tive in delegating that power to the Lt. 
Governor in Council. Thirdly, that tho 
Dominion Parliament, having tjie power 
to utilize tho Supremo Court, was also 
tho right to control its procedure so far 
as to require constant sessions of the Court 
to be holdon, and that the restriction of 
the sitting of the court to once in each 
year was in contravention of this right. 
And, fourthly, that the sections in qnes- 
tioii take aw.ay tho general power of the 
court ti3 advance (ippoals when delay 
might prove ruinous to suitors. It \\ as 
argued that if the right bo concedcl to 
the local legislature of delaying the ses- 
sions of appellate courts for one year, 
equally must tho right bo conceded of 
postponing tliem for five or ton years or 
for indofinito periods, aa the court can- 
not intorfero with any legislation within 
tho power of p.arliament however inoxpe- 
diont it may be, and that if such principle 
bo admitted it is tantamount to a declara- 
tion of the righl to stop entirely tho 
fountain of jintici- and to render ihe 
provincial legislatnie above tho law. The 
Parliament of tiio;U Britiiiii is supreme, 
and no tribunal can nullify its action 
however improper such acticn may bo ; bu t 
tho powers of tho Dominion and Provin- 
cial legislatures are confined within the 
bounds of the British Nortli America Act. 

Mr. Drake and Mr. A. E. 13. Davio ap- 
peared for tho defendants and did not 
propose to argue upon the preliminary 
point as to tho validity of tho Act of Par- 
liament now impeached; but would leave 
tho matter in tho hands of the court. 

Mr. J. R. Ilett watched the proceed- 
ings on behalf of tho local government. 

Their Lordships reserved judgment and 
postponed further hearing of tho motion 
in appeal until thoy should have arrived 
at a decision upon the p reliminary points.

.\ great part of Woodstock is for the 
third time in ashes. Incendiaries, 
without the shadow of doubt, were the 
cause of the disaster. About half an 
hour after midnight tho alarm was 
given that the Mechanics' Institute was 
on fire. A heavy north-west wind was 
blowing, and in a few minutes tho 
building was enveloped in flames. The 
engine was soon at work, but tho firo 
seized on W. i'. Dibble's and Benjamin 
Smith's new residences, tho latter not 
yet occupied, and they were burned to 
the ground. In the meantime flames 
were obaijrved bursting out of Mayor 
R. K. Jones' barn, one-third of a mile 
to the windward of tho first fire. The 
wind now seemed to blow a hurricane, 
and soon swejit the flames ou to i^Ir. 
Jones' residence, and thence across the 
street, the fire spreading each way. 
Soon both sides of Main street were 
fiercely barning. Tho Free Baptist 
church, the old and now Episcopal 
churches, and tho registrar's ofhco were 
soon wrapped iu flames. By this time 
the excitement ran to a frenzied height 
and consternation was exjiressed ou 
every face. The work of destruction 
was only of short duration. Tho en- 
gine company having stayed the flames 
at the Institute a section came acro.ss 
the bridge to battle with llio greater 
and newer danger. They were driven 
down jNIain street, house by house, till 
at last on a stret^t passing the new 
hotel, they finally stayed the flames. 
This was not accomplished without the 
most determined and well-directed 
efTorts. The safety of a very large 
area was entirely due to the strenuous 
efl"orts of our company and captain. 
The firo swept Main streot from Hugh 
Hay's to the town hall for ten rods on 
each side, running down to a point at 
the river, and ending with the resi- 
dence of •), T. Allen.
